Damage through the loss of the hotel 
and private property at the Breakers 
éstimated at $1,500,000. At the Palm 
Bree Hotel the damage is estimated at 
$750,000. 

According to the Palm Beach Fire 
Chief the blaze at thé Breakers was 
Started by an electrical appliance used 
by a guest there. 

Tonight nearly 300 of the 500 guests 
at the Breakers, left without even so 
much as a change of clothing, are rum- 
maging among piles of luggage rescued 
@t the last moment in an effort to dis- 
oover their own baggage. 

Thousands of dollars’ worth of valu- 
able dresses, cash “and jewelry were 
stolen from the hotel rooms, to which 
almost any one wes permitted accéss 
through the absence of police fire lines. 

It was said tonight that much of the 
\ Jewelry owned by wealthy guests of the 
Breakers was in the concrete vault of 
the hotel and would be safe. Mrs. Jesse 
lL. Livermore, wife of a New York 
broker, is reported to have had nearly 
a million dollars’ worth of Jewelry in 
the vault.

Shepherd was led into the jail late in 
the day, ‘ordered into a change of cloth- 
ing, given a bath and put through the 
rest of the new prisoner’s routine. 
Captain Wesley Westbrook, Warden of 
the jail, said Shepherd would be treated 
the same as any other prisoner. 

Shepherd was formally placed under 
arrest in the courtroom of Chief Justice 
Hopkins, before whom the indictment 
was returned. The pending writ of 
habeas corpus sought for Shepherd’s re- 
lease was dismissed. 

Shepherd’s scheduled arraignment was 
delayed by sudden and decisive activity 
on the part of his attorneys, William 
Stewart and W. W. O’Brien. He was 
brought into the Court Building at 2 
o'clock to appear before Chief Justice 
Hopkins in the hearing on the writ of 
habeas corpus obtained when ne was 
first taken into custody by the State's 
Attorney.

SENATE RULE FIGHT 


BEFORE THE PEOPLE 


Vice President Hopes to Arouse 
the Country to Need of Re- 
form in Procedure. 


WILL MAKE SIX SPEECHES 


First Onslaught Will Be Before 
The Associated Press in 
This City in April.

WASHINGTON, March 18.—Vice Pres- 
ident Dawes will carry to the country 
this Summer his issue against the Sen- 
ate in favor of an amendment of the 
rules to enable it to expédite the trans- 
action of public business. 

No formal announcement of the plans 
of the Vice President in this respect has 
been issued. They are still formulative 
so far as detail is comerned. : 

Thé- Vice President’s decision was 
reached after conferences with certain 
of hig friends, among them certein Sen- 
ators who have assured him they intend 
to support resolutions to be brought for- 
ward in the Senate contemplating adop- 
tion of ‘a closure rule and other rule 
changes intonded to ena undue. de- 
1d¥ in the consideration of législative 
business. 

The plan of the Vice President is to 
deliver about ‘six spéeches in which he 
will deal with the subject of Senate rules 
reform at considerable length.. He will 
elaborate his position in detail and try 
to. convince the country of the necessity 
for such reforms. 

Mr.. Dawes has several invitations to 
speak. Hé has not selected any of the 
places where he will discuss the rules 
issue except that the first address will 
be Melivered before the annual meeting 
of The Associated Press in New York 
City on April 21. This speech will be 
given wide publicity, as present plans 
contemplate broadcasting ‘it. 

Although he has not chosen the places 
for his other speeches Mr. Dawes de- 
sires to deliver one in Indiana and an- 
other possibly in Ohio. The others prob- 
ably will be heard in the region west of 


j| the Mississippi River. 


The Vice President does not regard 


the rules issue as partisan. For that. 


reason it is not his intention to make 
“issue’’ speeches before partisan 
political gatherings, but before non- 
partisan meetings. “He ‘will emphasize 
his conviction that some form of closure 
rule should be adoptéd by the Senate. 
It is not understood to be his purpose to 
indicate in detail the changes. which 
should be made, as he feels that this

WASHINGTON, March 18.—A contest 
of considerable size is brewing within 
the. Federal Trade Commission over the 
new .rules of. procedure and policies 
adopted b . the Republican majority yes- 
terday as the résult of the appointment 
of former Representative William JB. 
Humphrey of Washington. as a member’ 
of the commission. 

It was only through the vote of Rep- 
resentative Humphrey that the two other 
‘Republican members regained control 
over policy and procedure and relegated 
the Democratic members, Huston 
‘Thompson and J. F..Nugent, to the posi- 
tion of a minority that can always be 
overridden whenever the commission di- 
wides along party lines. - 

That the minority membership intends 
to be heard from vigorously in opposi- 
tion to ané criticism of the action of 
the majority was evident today, when, 
within twenty-four hours after the 
adoption of the new policy, the com- 
mission announced that it had dismissed 
its complaint against the Mack,- — 
Candle:Company of Syracuse, N. Y., 
manufacturer of candles Nc taataeie 
used in religious services. The an- 
nouncement of the majority decision 
was yery brief. It gave a bare outline 
of the reasons for » the dismissal of the 
case, ithouf attempting :to give pub- 
licity to the underlying facts. 

Commissioner Thompson filed @ memo- 
randum of dissent, concurred in by 
Commissioner Nugent, in which they 
undertake to reveal some of the facts in 
the case, criticize the action of the Re- 
publican members, constituting a major- 
ity of the commission, and contend that 
the commission should not dismiss com- 
plaints without a finding of fact and 
without the issuance of a “cease and de- 
sist order.’’ 

“In creating the Federal Trade Com- 
mission Congress intended to set up a 
body that would be corrective in the 
business world,”’ the dissenting Commis- 
sioners said. ‘‘The courts have since 
amplified this conception by using the 
word ‘prophylactic’ in describing the 
commission’s attitude toward business— 
that is, not only corrective, but preven- 
tive, in its process.

All Efforts to Avert Walkout Fall—

The nation’s builéing construction 
plans for 1925, estimated conservatively 
at $4,000,000, 000, may be seriously ham- 
pered, if not tied up indefinitely, in con- 
sequence of a bitter inter-union fight. in 
which the first gun will be fired today 
when a general strike of plasterers be- 
gins against the Thompson-Starrett Com- 
pany.

WARREN ECHOES 


Senators Appear Well Content 
With Result of Clash With 
Coolidge. 


HEFLIN ASSAILS THE PRESS 


Thirty Nominees Are Confirmed, 
- but Second Nomination of 
Woodlock Fails. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, March 18.—The Sen- 
ate’s special session, which was marked 
in its fortnight of stormy existence by 
the keen and victorious struggle with 
President Coolidge over his choice of 
Charles B. Warren for Attorney Gen- 
eral, ended at 4:51 o'clock this after- 
noon, when adjournment was taken 
“‘without. day.’’ 

The closing hours were dull, listless 
and devoted to desutory discussion that 
interested few Senators and bored thé 
few spectators in the galleries.

Satisfied in the knowledge that 
the last major engagement in the long 
war between the Executive and the up- 
per house had ended in their favor, 
Senators of all political classifications, 
even'some of Mr. Coolidge’s most ardent 
supporters, were smugly complacent, 
smilingly happy. 

Once in the last day of the Senate’s 
notable two weeks’ sitting there was 
a flurry among Senators...

was fired this afternoon by Dr. Jarres, 
the candidate of the Right Bloc, in a 
speech before a big crowd at Philhar- 
monic Hall here.- Dr. Jarres empha- 
sized his fidelity to the German Repub- 
lic and denied that his election would 
mean a gain of the monarchistic to 
the detriment of the republican idea in 
Germany. f

Dr. Jarres then added: ‘Having 
made this statement, I shall not in any

Referring to the restoration of the 
monarchy, the candidate said: 

“We repudiate the suggestion that this 
election means a decision as to whether 
Germany will. be a monarchy or a re- 
public. In the last anal¥sis, it is not the 
form of government which counts, but 
the substance. In view of the troubles 
besetting our country, other questions 
hold precedence.”’

Jack W. Davis Thinks His War 
Record Should Wipe Out | 
“Minor” Offense. 


|SEIZED ON’ LINER HERE 


German Humorist Arrives, Bemoans 
His Absence From Beer Fes- 
tival In Native City. 


Jack W. Davis, charged with deserting 
from the United States ‘Army on Sept. 
4, 1917, despite the fact that he main- 
tains he was in the thickest of the fight- 
ing in France and took irregular leave 
only of instruction schools back of the 
lines, was arrested yesterday. when he 
arrived here on the Hamburg-American 
liner Thuringja, from Hamburg. Aboard, 
ship he was taken into custody by an 
agent of the Department of Justice, who 
turned Davis over to Staff Sergeant Le 
Roy B. Hagay from Governors Island. 

When the Thuringa docked at the foot 
of West Fiftieth Street Davis was taken 
from there to Governors Island to an- 
swer to charges of desertion. He 
blamed hig arrest on the American Con- 
sul at Hamburg, who, he said, had mis- 
led him. 

“I told him of myself, and he said: 
‘Go on back home, the war is forgotten. 
You have — our art. Forget about 
it.’ "’ said ‘came because I 
felt that on al the years I gave in 
fighting, my offense, if it wi one, 
should be wiped out. If I had known 
that he had notified the army to arrest 
me I wouldn’t have come back. 

According to the story of Davis, who 
is 33 a old and comes from St. 
Louis Y he enlisted in April, 1917, a 
few days after the United States ac 
-clared war on Germany, and was sent

PLAN AIR MAIL ROUTE 
ACROSS THE ATLANTIC|: 


Project Would Link Portugal With 
Brazil, According to French 
Broker Here. 





A transatlantic air mail service from 
Lisbon, Portugal, to Pernambuco, Bra- 
zil, is proposed by a group’of European 
capitalists, who plan to operate seventy 
hydro-airplanes in the beginning of the 
enterprise, according to Renee Pesle,_a 
patent broker of France, who arrived 
here yesterday on the French liner 
France from Havre. M. Pesle said 
that his business organization, the Cana 
Company, had been interested in the 
project for two years. 

A prospectus of the iuise was sub- 
mitted to the League of Nations, which 
endorsed it, according to M. Pesle, who 
explained that the League had approved 
of the plan for floating bonds to the 
value of 120,000,000 gold francs to fi- 
nance the undertaking. 

In assuring newspaper men that he 
had not come to America on B. stock- 
promotin, trip, M. Pesle ained 
that, under restrictions Sepaaad’ y the 
League of Nations, stock or bonds of 
the operating company could be sold 
only in those oe which were 
members of the League. M. Pesle an- 
nounced: that a Swiss banking firm 
would handle. the financial end of the 
enterprise. 

The proposed air mail service will cut 
the time down from forty-three to sev- 
enteen days between the two-countries, 
according to M. Pesle. The route,. as 
tentatively planned, is down the Afri- 
can: Coast: to-the Madeira Islands and 
thence to South America. As the ser- 
vice grows, it will be extended down 
the coast of South America and thence 
to Southern Africa, a¢cording to Mr. 
Pesle. The air service at first will be 
used to handle mail, but later on it 
may be expanded to handle cargo and 
passengers.

He said he was imipréssed most on his 
visit here by the high: death rate among 
comparatively young men who, he de- 
clared, under proper treatment might 
have lived from fifteen to twenty years 
longer.

By this they refer to the 
undertaking whereby, something over 
fifteen years ago, the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee & St. Paul, then a railway 
system covering the Middle West, 
Minnesota and the Dakotas,” earried 
its lines westward 1,400 miles to the 
Pacific Coast. This transcontinental 
extension was advocated as a safe and 
feasible step, in a period when the ex- 
ceedingly rapid development of that 
section of the country seemed to war- 
rant and to be calling urgently for 
larger transportation facilities. It 
was a costly enterprise; the St. Paul 
advanced $155,000,000 to the subsid- 
jary company which built the exten- 
sion, and it was financed, of necessity,.

successfully. 

In January of 1918, when the St. 
Paul formally assumed the lMabilities 
of the. Puget Sound extension, the 
war and its economic consequences 
could not have been imagined. The 
events of 1914, with the confusing 
sequel of the next half-doZen years 
in the transportation industry, caught 
the St. Paul at the vegy crux of an 
immensely expensive financial under- 
taking, involving large and continuous 
use of credit and depending for its 
early success on the rapid develop- 
ment of the new territory traversed, 
in population, in productiveness, and 
therefore in freight carried eastward 
and westward. Other railways in the 
section had to face the check caused 
by the war, the heavy handicap of 
a rising cost of operation, the dif- 
ficult money market, andthe paralyz- 
ing effect of. the 1920 deflation on 
the agricultural communities; but the 
St. Paul, with its annual interest 
charge increased from less than 
$9,000,000 to $20,000,000, was in a 
different and a vastly more vulnerable 
position.

To the professional economist there 
1s probably no comparison at all be- 
tween. the United States Steel Cor- 
poration with its more than fifty mil- 


lion dollars in annual dividends and 


the two million dollars in annual profits 
distributed by the restaurant corpora- 
tion whose founder died day before 
yesterday. But to the sociologist there 


can be no comparison between United. 
States Steel and Childs’ as a national 


institution. Not size but everyday in- 
timacy tells. It is a good deal to sell 
50,000,000 meals a year to the Ameri- 
can people. But the appeal of Childs’ 
and its kind has been concentrated. 
The famous white eating places are, 
in the first place, urban institutions. 


Within the cities their patronage is |' 


predominantly drawn at, noon from the 
office population and for the other two 
meals from the great bachelor popula- 
tion of both sexes. Of recent years 
the married folks have been drifting in 
under pressure of the servant problem. 

The late Mr. CHILps was not the 
pioneer in the popular restaurant of 
his type. He lkearned his business in 
the once-famous Dennett's, where sim- 
plicity and ckanliness were prac- 
ticed and biblical mottoes adorned the 
walls. The latter have been replaced 
on the Childs’ menus by a statement 


of the number of vitamines in @ plate 


of ham and beans. Childs’, however, 
carried neatness to’an unprecedented 
height. Thereby it appealed to an in- 
stinct which some experts regard as 
perhaps the most characteristic trait 
of the American people—that lust for 
sanitation which has made the immac- 
ulate bathroom almost the hearthstone 
of the modern American home, and 
which may yet give us the ideal apart- 
ment of three rooms and seven baths. 

The white restaurants approximate 
the speed of the old-lunch counter. In 
some directions the American lunch 
hour is growing more leisurely. Yet 
the hunch counter transformed has 
been coming back as part of the drug 
store. This may account for a growth 
of Childs’ which has been notable with- 
out being overwhelming. A chain of 
107 restaurants in 29 cities is impres- 
sive. But we have one grocery corpo- 
ration with more than 10,000 stores, 
one five-and-ten-cent corporation with 
nearly 1,300 stores and one chain of 
drug stores with some 300 distributing 
depots. 

In one respect Childs’ has failed to 
achieve its rightful place as a national 
institution. It is quite insufficiently 
reflected in our literature. This is not 
the fault of the corporation, but of a 
peculiar reluctance on the part of the 
American writer to embody household 
words in art. Mr. BeLasco did once 
put: Childs’ on the stage, and the new 
school of realistic newspaper artists 
frequently attempt the subject. But 
that is done with deliberation. What 
one misses is the matter-of-fact inci- 
dental allusion of the European writ- 
ers to their Lyons and A. B. C. shops 
and Duvals and Cafés de la Paix and 
Bon Marchés. We have national trade- 
marks that are as well known as the 
Day & Martin’s shoe polish in “ Pick- 
wick Papers,’’ but we are afraid to 
mention them as we do every day in 
conversation.

NATURE IN CITY SCHOOLS. 

Visitors to the Garden Club display 
at the Flower Show will do well to 
pause before another exhibit, a little 
one, placed near, by against the ele- 
vator shaft. It illustrates the work 
done, and the pleasure derived, by 
the children of our: city under the 
inspiration of the School Nature 
League. In one way it is unique. 
Everywhere else in the Grand Cen- 
tral Palace what one feels is a self- 
centred, or at most a home-centred, 
delight. That is right enough. The 
essence of a garden is privacy. In 
a quiet hour tthe spirit withdraws 
from the world of strife to feel again 


|the strength and silent glory of!primal 


impulses. _But that is not the be-all 
and the endeall of a garden. Even 
the luxurious Garden Club is coming 
to realise that its influence should 
reach far beyond one’s own work and 
pleasure in one’s own garden. In a 
modest and quiet way the School Na- 
ture League is endeavoring to bring 
home the knowledge and the love of 
growing things to the children of our 
city streets. 

The first nature room was opened 
by the late ALice Rich NorTHrop in 
Public School 62, down in’ Norfolk 
Street. Now there are’ twenty-six 
such rooms, includifig two in hos- 
pitals. ‘No public fund being avail- 
able, the first inspiration must come 
from the league. Its members, motor- 
ing to town, bring budding twigs and 
pussy-Willows in early Spring, frog 
spawn in April, cherry and apple blos- 
soms in May, goldenrod and aster in 
Autumn, and then the dried stalks of 
Joe-Pye and the dozen other weeds 
that lend a bloom of dull purple and 
a haze of smoke gray to the Winter 
landscape.

TRADE COMMISSION REFORM. 

Reorganization of the Federal Trade 
Commission is the sequel to a series 
of events which tell their own story. 
Farly in the year there was a meet- 


the commission’s change from a 
friendly adviser into a hostile prosecu- 
tor. - Addressing the Associated Gen- 
eral Contractors of America, President 
CcoLipcE expressed the opinion that 
trade associations might be useful if 
their conduct safeguarded them 
against suspicions dating from the 
time of ApaM-SmitTH: “ People of the 
“same trade seldom meet together 
“even for merriment and diversion 
“but that the conversation ends in a 
” conspiracy against the public or in 
“some contrivance to raise prices.’’ 
The President was.so far from sympa- 
thizing with such views that he ap- 
pointed the Federal Trade Commis- 
sioner whose casting vote reorganized 
the commission ard revolutionized its 
procedure. 

Hereafter the commission will hear 
those whom it thinks of prosecuting 
before accusing them publicly. Also, 
it will act only in cases involving the 
public interest, ‘excluding private con- 
troversies that can be settled in the 
courts. “Where the dispute involves 
only competitors the commission will 
not intervene. In general, the attitude 
of the commission will now be sym- 
pathetic rather than suspicious, even 
men of business being presumed in- 
nocent until proved guilty. In that 
case the commission may become 
what it was designed to be originally, 
a constructive and helpful force. In 
the words of President CooLmncn’s 
message, “ Revision of procedure of 
‘* the Federal Trade. Commission will 
‘* give more constructive purpose to 
“ this department. ” ge it may be 
hoped. Practically every industry has 
its trade association. Many are not 
only lawful but beneficial to the pub- 
lic. Some are groping in the twilight 
zone of legality. A few are unlawful. 
No one defends the last.

WHAT BEAT NURMI. 

Dr. JOHNSON was fond of veal pie, 
but he would never have recommended 
it to athletes in training. Paavo 
Nurmi, who makes light of dietary 
rules, has learned at last that there is 
something in them: His defeat in the 
5,000-meter race by RITOLA was due 
to-indigestion caused by eating heart- 
ily of veal three hours before he ran. 
Professor CHITTENDEN of Yale, author 
of “The Nutrition of Man,’’ who 
proved the superiority of low-protein 
foods by testing the endurance of 
young men lIwing on them for weeks 
at a time, has convinced almost 
everybody but Sir James CRICHTON 
Brown that they are not “ parsimony 
in diet.’’ Battle Creek, reading of 
the collapse of NuRrMI; must have 
exclaimed: “I told-you sol’’ After 
breaking thirty world records under 
conditions that stamped him as -the 
greatest runner in recorded time 
Norm was conquered, not by Rrrona 
but by veal. 

Had the Finnish champion eaten it 
five hours before he toed the scratch 
he might have won. But veal cannot 
be recommended as a food for athletes 
on the day of a race, or at any other 
time. American trainers prefer meats 
easier of ion and limited in 
quantity, with plenty of vegetables 
and fruits. Particularly they favor 
light dishes just before a contest. 
They know how to build for strength 
and when to check the appetite. A 
runner should go to the track with 
heart and pulse normal, If the proc- 
ess of digestion ts still making de- 
mands upon his heart, he cannot be at 
his best.’ The doctors shook their 
heads over NurMI when they learned 
that he, had partaken of veal to prime 
him for the test with Rrroa. How 
could he have been so foolish?- 

NurRMI as a boy was a vegetarian 
and forbidden tea and coffee. He did 
not take enough protein into his sys- 
tem and wisely changed his diet. He 
turned to meats to fit him for the run- 
ning field. At 20 he began to drink 
coffee. The chemists would urge ‘that 
he give it up if he wants to take on 
all comers.

The public should give its cordial 
support to this order of American girl- 
hood which not only kindles thousands 
of camp fires throughout the country 
in vacation days, but guards and nour- 
ishes the home fires and makes them 
centres of happy and wholesome in- 
fluences.

Of Commuters a triumph for “the 
and rich rhen’s party’’—by 

those who were beaten 

Some Others. —the result of this 
week’s election in the village of Rye 
really was one of very few victories 
that have been won in such places by 
the commuting element when it ven- 
tured to revolt against the local trades- 
men and their local political leaders. 

The matter of wealth is but little if 
at all concerned in such revolts, for 
while the commuter, almost of neces- 
sity, is in what are called “‘comfortable 
circumstances,”’ he is far from always 
wealthy, and not infrequently many of 
the shopkeepers could buy out a dozen 
or twenty of him. The two classes, how- 
ever, while not exactly enemies, are 
always of different, and more or less 
antagonistic, interests, and the commut- 
ers are too often viewed rather as 
“prospects’’ for exploitation than as 
neighbors. 

The commuter has a business or pro- 
fession in the city, and he has, or 
thinks he has, little time and less energy 
to devote to the management of the gov- 
ernment under which he lives. Usually 
he is a severe-critic of it, but for the 
ills under which he suffers he deserves 
hardly any sympathy, as he invites and 
makes them possible by his failure or 
refusal to do anything except complain 
about local taxes and the high prices he 
is obliged to pay in the local. shops. 
Almost always he refuses to run. for 


office himself, and when he does accepts 
an unpaid position as commissioner ont 


one or another local board he too oftem 
shows little sense of responsibility. 
There are exceptions to all these state- 
ments, 6f course, but they fairly char- 
acterize the state of affairs in most 
suburban towns, and it\is no wonder 
that men who live on such towns, as 
well as in them, run things about as

More About way out in the Sargasso 
aFind Sea b eaagee notably ‘“‘poor 
fish, the amphioxus, 

Out at Sea. Dr. Bezsz mentioned it 
as among the more interesting of his 
first finds. That will result in giving 
the creature a lot of advertising and 
in making known more widely than ever 
before what its peculiarities are. 

For one thing, it has two names. The 
one used ,by Dr. Besse he probably 
wouldn’t employ in a technical article 
to be read by brother naturalists, for 
it is an old and not very good one, ag 
it means merely ‘‘sharp at both ends.’ 
The elect call the amphioxus one of a 
rather numerous family, the Bran- 
chiostomatidae, which is a name long 
enough to be really worth while. It 
tells a lot more than “amphioxus’’ and 
includes within its convolutions infor- 
mation as to the creature’s gills and 
mouth. So it constitutes a truly dis- 

title. 

Whether the little fish is a degenerate 
from something better or just a case of 
arrested @evelopment—a laggard in the 
evolutionary race—is-a disputed ques- 
tion, but one not very important. In 
either’ case, ‘‘poor fish,’”” in ‘the collo- 
quial sense, is an exact fit. Dither the 
amphioxus chose not to progress or it 
regretted having made an advance, and

A Tribute to Roy Anderson. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

When the news of the untimely death of 
Roy Anderson appeared I wondered if it 
would escape editorial comment; since he 
was. a man. whose name is not identified 
with books or official titles. Your edi- 
torial the following day was excellent, and 
indicates that you have a keen eye for the 
significant in world news. 

Roy Anderson was a man of great im- 
portance to the United States in China. 
Types of his sort are the ones that uphold 
our shaken prestige. He had all the quali- 
ties you mention—of high intelligence, cour- 
age, perspicacity, patience, good humor. 
He was a large man, of impressive presence, 
with ‘a delightful blending of dominating 
‘@Ssurance and cheerful a He 
“te enjoy the fun of doing dangerous and 
important things. 

I came down. from Peking rs Nanking 
with him the year he first distinguished 
himself, in the-revolution of 1911-12. I 
asked him what he had been doing in 
Peking. He said, ‘They wanted to pin some 
stuff on me.” I thought he meant they 
were trying to involve him for the daring 
part he had played during the capture and 
destruction of Nanking. After awhile we 
got on the subject of decorations which at 
my youthful age still held a great glamour 
for me. ‘“‘Here,’”’ he said, ‘‘I’ll give you 
one,””- and he pulled out of his trouser’s 
pocket a fistful of decorations that Yuan 
Shih-kai’s Government had just bestowed 
upon him. I never forgot that lesson. Nor 
have I ever forgot the imposing look of 
him when he slipped on a magnificent white 
foxskin mandarin coat that apparently was 
part of the panoply. 

Even before this we used to speak of 
Anderson as the man who could argue down 
five excited Ohinese al) talking at once. 
This by no means indicated garrulousness, 
because garrulousness renders the hearer 
impatient, while Anderson spoke with a 
conviction that satisfied svery one. 

Roy Anderson's death is an inestimable 
loss, particul t a time when American 
stock is low in China. He was a business 
man after the heart of the Chinese; among 
Orientals he was one of them. Yet he 
represented the highest form of American- 
ism. His passing.ought to remind the bigots 
that the saying, ‘‘East is East and West is 
West, and never the twain may meet,’ is 
only. half of Kipling’s dictum. . There are 
vast domains where the Occidental and the 
Oriental may meet in perfect understand- 
ing, mutual helpfulness and affection. In 


these domains the memory of men like Roy 
Anderson will stand like "monuments.

Georgi Lvoff, whose death you chroni- 
cled a few days ago. The writer, whore 
relations with him during his visit to 
America in 1921-22 were very close, feels 
that certain “personal. aspects of the 
man, as observed by an American, mey 
be of general interest. 

Prince Lvoff's public history is well 
known: his artstocratic descent, his 
early devotion to democratic ideals, his 
successful battle for, these ideals for 
many years, particularly in the World 
War, and his final exile from Russia 
by the Bolsheyiki. But it is the spirit 
of the man back of his work that has 
hardly. been appreciated. 
~ Prince ,Lvoff was no “parior demo- 
erat.’’ Inheriting a large tract of bare 
land in Tula Province, he had no capital 
to develop it, and for fourteen years 
worked with his hands side by side with 
the peasants, planting and tending an 
apple orchard of* some thousands of 
trees until they came into bearing. His 
close ‘contact, with the peasantry estab- 
lished him as a leader, and from local 
affairs he soon graduated into a larger 
sphere. At the time when the Zemstvo 
local Government institutions were de- 
veloping, he saw in them possibilities of 
great value, and devoted his tireless 
energies to the realization of progressive 
measures, first on a local and then on a 
country-wide scale, and knit the Zemst- 
vos together with the cooperative so- 
cleties, also in the formative stage. As 
a result. of these activities he became a 
national \ figure, whose leadership and 
strergth were disclosed in the Russo- 
Japanese War and later led to similar 
prominence in the World War. During 
the latter he personally convinced Em- 
peror Nicholas that only by enlisting the 
whole nation in the fight, through the 
Zemstvos supported by imperial funds, 
could the army be properly supported; 
and there sprang up almost overnight 
that network of factories, mills, hos- 
pitals, rest stations, at the front and 
in the rear, that gave the army new 
strength to continue the struggle. 

It was only natural that both the Em- 
peror, on his abdication, and the men 
who became the leaders of the new Gov- 
ernment should unite in choosing Prince 
Lvoff as the first Premier of Russia, in 
1917. But the elements later united by 
Lenin and Trotsky, with their slogans 
of “bread and land for all,’’: made his 
position untenable and he resigned. 

His instinct for social leadership, even 
in what at first seemed a lost cause, led 
him to initiate the first and still the 
only united effort among the scattered 
colonies of Russian refugees to improve 
their condition in the countries in which 
they were domiciled, and to aid them 
in establishing themselv2s. economically 
and politically during their indefinite 
stay. Hospitals, orphanages, agricul- 
tural colonies, schools, even colleges, all 


‘grew up under the administration of the 


Union of Zemstvos and Cities in Paris, 
of which Prince Lvoff was the head 
from its beginning until his death. The 
last rubles of Russian funds were spent 
and aid solicited and received from char- 
itable foundations and Governments to 
maintain this work. Particularly did he 
devote attention to the growing genera- 
tion of children, of whom he longed to 
“create an army of workers for Rus- 
sia’’ “when the time should come for 
their return to their country. 

Sufficient has been said to show 
Prince Lvoff’s practical idealism, which 
found its natural expression in social 
work. As a man, he was unique in his 
utter simplicity, faith in human nature, 
sincerity and forgetfulness of self. Be- 
cause he sought no personal gain, he 
aroused, almost created, in others, a de- 
votjon to the cause similar to that wi 
which he himself was imbued. He nevér 
demanded the first place; it was forced 
upon him by the tendency of men to 
seek a leader more wholehearted, more 
deeply rooted in his convictions, more 

self-forgetting in his activities, than 
they are or can be themselves. He was 
the natural, inevitable general of what- 
ever _ peaceful army he might lead, 

It was the writer’s privilege to be 
present as interpreter at a meeting of 
the late Lyman Abbott, the “apostle of 
hope’ of America, and Prince Lwvoff, 
who, if any, deserved a similar title for 
Russia. \The personal contact of two 
such prophets brought into vivid per- 
spective the loftiness of the ideals served 
by both, and oe one to forget, as 
unimportant, rary obstructions, 
the man-made — tions preventing the 
realization of those ideals. That meet- 
ing established Prince Lvoff in his con- 
viction that America and Russia were 
directed toward the same and

Guerriére, the Java, the Cyane an@ Le 
vant, and forced the British to send 
squadrons instead of single ‘ships i 
search of her, hada profound effest on — 
our national existence, for they came at 
a time when we were being badly beaten 
on land and when it looked as thou 
the new American nation was shoul) 
break up through secession bred by pa 
tisan politics and general discourage- 
ment. Something more was needed - 
the political appeal of the Constitution — 
of the United States to bring the s 7 
tional interests of the several States to-_ 
gether. The first victory of the frigats 
Constitution, that over the Guerriare in 
1812, supplied what was needed—a na- 
tional pride in a national achievement. 
An American frigate named the Con- 
stitution met and utterly destroyed a — 
crack frigate of the acknowledged Mis- 
tress gf the Seas, old England, whose © 
cruisers had long been accustomed to 
capturing French, Spanish and other 
warships of European nations whenever — 
they met them. 

The Constitution herself was scarcely : 
damaged in this action, so cleverly was 
she sailed by her American captain and 
so well was her battery served by Amer- 
ican gunners. Few sea fights have been 
so decisive in such a short time. So 
unusual was it for a British frigate to 
strike to an enemy that at first the 
whole naval world was dumb with 
amazement. To the despairing Amer- 
icans the news of this victory, followed _ 
by her succeeding victories, came like a 
clarion call to have faith in theniselves — 
as @ united American nation. From that _ 
day the soul of the nation found itself 
and the dormant seed of political unity 
sprouted into the sturdy oak of Union 
which weathered the storm of secon 
in 1861. f 

The frigate Constitution is old and S 
honeycombed with decay. It will soon 
be necessary to strike down her taperiinan Y 
spars, remove her old muzzle-loading — 
guns and to tow her to some mudbank, — 
there to rot away, a mute reproach to” 
Americans who should appreciate what | 
she represents. Americans have twice — 
rebuilt\her before, once in 1838, when | 
Oliver Wendell Holmes wrote “‘Old Iron- — 
sides,” arousing the patriotic instincts — 
of the nation in her behalf, and again 
in 1874, when a still grateful country 
rebuilt her a second timé. Fifty-one | 
years have passed away since then. Yt. ¥ 
is time for her third rejuvenation, not — 
only to preserve her as a beautiful re- 
minder of the days of sails and spars, 
but also as\a symbol of our faith i aaae 
Constitution itself as_a perpetual — 
itage of the American people.

Bishop Manning Presides at 
Services in Cathedral At- 
tended by 1,600. 


| 100. CLERGY IN PROCESSION 


Noted Rector Buried In Qyster Bay 
Near Grave of His Life-Long 
Friend Col. Roosevelt. 


The funeral of the Rev. Dr. George 
R, Van De Water, rector of the Church 
of the Beloved Disciple, Bihgty-ninth 
Street, between Park and Madison Ave- 
nues, took place yesterday at 12:30 
o’clock in the Cathedral of St. John the 
Divine. The cathedral was used because 
it was known that the Church of the 
Beloved Disciple would not be large 
enough for those who would want to 
attend., The cathedral was filled, there 
being 1,600 persons present, and there 
were about 100 clergymen in the pro- 
cession. Almost all the pastors of the 
leading parishes were in attendance, and 
also the great majority of the older 
clergy. 

Dr. Van De Water died last Sunday 
after a long illness that included two 
severe opera’ 8. 

Bishop William T. Manning presided 
at the service. Bishop Herbert Shipman 
recited the sentences beginning, ‘‘I am 
the resurrection and the life,’’ as the 
long procession of clergy, honorary pall- 
bearers and cathedral choir filed slowly 
up the centre aisle. 

The coffin was covered with a large 
American flag, Dr. Van De Water hav- 
ing served as chaplain of the Seventy- 
first Regiment at San Juan Hill during 
the Spanish-American War. 

After the hymn “The Strife Is O’er, 
the Victory’s Won,’ the Rev. Dr. John 
Acworth, for many years assistant at 
the Beloved Disciple, read the Scrip- 
tures. Then the choir sang as an an- 
them, *‘I Heard a Voice From Heaven 
Say.” Then Bishop Manning and four 
of the clergy took their places about 
the coffin, which was in the centre of 
the chancel, and the Op read pray- 
ers. The other clergy were Bishop Ship- 
man, Dr. Acworth, the Rev. Henry P. 
Veazie, precentor of the cathedral, and 
the Rev. Dr. Henry V. B. Darlington, 
rector of the Church of the Heavenly 
Rest.

trict and because the court calendars 
ere crowded with petty prohibition cases. 
The fraud cases grow stale, creditors 
get discouraged, witnesses lose interest, 
the defendants have started a new busi- 
ness, juries get sympathetic and the At- 
lanta Penitentiary is a long way off. 

‘When once a complaint is filed by 
any business group we want them to see 
ft through. To work out compromises 
and compositions after indictment and 
then have the indictment fail for lack of 
interest is to degrade the United States 
Attorney's office .into a_ collection 
agency.

COMPANY BEARS ALL COST 


Contracts Are Now Awaiting the 
Approval of the Transit 
Commission. 


In a statement made public yesterday 
by the Brooklyn-Manhattan Transit 
Corporation it was announced that the 
directors, at the last monthly meeting, 
had approved an expenditure of $125,000 
to extend the platforms of sixteen sta- 
tions on the Fulton Street elevated line, 
so that seven-car trains may be operated 
in the rush hours instead of six-car 
trains as at present. Bids have been 
received and the contracts are now 
awaiting approval of the Transit Com- 
mission. ‘The contractor receives six 


‘months in which to complete the work. 


It is estimated that the work will be 
completed by Fall. 

The company has decided to ‘proceed 
with this station platform extension 
work at this time to provide increased 
service for the Brooklyn traffic along 
the Fulton Street line. This line, as at 
present ‘constructed, consists of four 
parts—the Liberty Avenue extension [- 
from City Line to Lefferts Avenue, built 
bythe company, with full length sta- 
tion platforms, under the 1018 dual sub- 
way contracts and placed in operation 
on Sept. 25, 1915; the second section 
from Hinsdale Street to City Line, which 
was not reconstructed under the 1013 

; the third ion from Nos- 
trand Avenue to Hinsdale Street, which 
was reconstructed, full length station 
platforms provided, and third-tracked 
between 1918 and 1915, and the fourth 
section from Nostrand Avenue to the 
Brooklyn Bridge. 

The reconstruction and third-tracking 
of this fourth section was provided for 
in the 1913 contracts, but the company 
has had-to postpone the work pending 
a decision by the city whether the Ash- 
land Place connection between the Ful- 
ton Street elevated and the Fourth Ave- 
nue subway was to be constructed.

Band Between .7477: and .7496 
Meter Recommended by Hoover. 


WASHINGTON, March 18.—Amateurs 
who operate wireless telegraph sets were 
authorized by Secretary Hoover today to 
use a new wave length band between 
7T47T and .7496 meter. The American 
Radio Relay League asked permission 
for experimegntal purposes. 

‘Few people realize the immense num- 
ber of possible operating channels that 
He in the low wave length,’’ Secretary 
Hoover's statement said. ‘‘If it ever be- 
comes feasible to conduct broadcasting 
on these fr encies it would be possible 
to place within the band mentioned on 
hundred broadcasting stations, and 
the stations in the world at present could 
operate in the upper half of 
meter band.

FAIR WEATHER FOR FARMING 


Weeks’ Conditions Spotted a Bit, but 
Generally Favorable. 


The weekly weather report of the De- 
partment of Agriculture issued at Wash- 
ington yesterday in part follows:

The department is much concerned 
over the situation: and anxious to get at 
the real facts involved in the sudden 
price shifts. Secretary Jardine _also 
took action after he had received numer- 
ous complaints from the grain industry 
that the recent decline In the price of 
wheat was not warranted by the laws 
of supply and demand. After conferring 
with officials in the department, Mr. 
Jardine decided to order the investiga- 
tion.

Qirectors of the Chicago Board of 
Trade; at a special meeting this after- 
noon, discussed Mr. Duval’s letter, and 
luter Fred S. Lewis, Acting President 
of the Board of Trade, -issued a state- 
ment in which he called attention to 
members. of: the exchange to the fact 
that it required members to report to 
the directors and to the Grain Ex- 
change Supervisor all information in 
possession ‘of such members of any at- 
tempted manipulation, but they are not 
to confuse ordinary business transac- 
tions with efforts to manipulate prices.

TELLS HOW TO SUCCEED 


‘Finds Optimism, Diplomacy and a 
Knowledge of Finance Vital 
In Business. 


Samuel M. Vauclain, President of the 
Baldwin Locomotive: Works, told how 
td succeed in business last night at a 
joint meeting of engineering cashatbes 
in the Engineering Building, 33 West 
Thirty-ninth Street. He was scheduled 
to speak on ““‘The Engineer as an Execu- 
tive,” but devoted himself to a discus- 
sion of three qualities he thought essen- 
tial to business success. 

“To be a good business man}” he said, 
‘4g to be an optimist, a diplomat, and 
to have a knowledge of finance. Those 
who are better qualified in these three 
respects are the men who get ahead and 
win control of our greatest institutions. 

“Optimism is a great thing,’’ he went 
en. ‘It. means that you must have ab- 
solute confidence in the product that 
your firm manufactures, that you must 
be abte to go out and demonstrate that 
your confidence is warranted, and that 
you must be able to convince the cus- 
tomer of f 

Mr. Vauclain, who is known as one 
of the greatest salesmen in American 
industry, then told some anecdotes from 
his own career. ‘Back in 1890, he said, 
the Baldwin works built some rack loco- 
motives to run up a 25 per cent. grade 
on Pike’s Peak. This wes something 
new in locomotives, and difficulty was 
encountered in making them work. 
Three engineers sent to Pike's Feak 
failed.

As to diplomacy, Mr. Vauclain told of 
the trouble he had to get 125 families 
to move off some property in Phila- 
delphia the Baldwin Works needed to 
extend their plant. It had to be done 
in thirty days or the new works could 
not be erected in tithe to fill certain 
highly important ordera. The men he 
assigned to do the work reported that 
it was impossible because the people 
who occupied the land, all poor fam- 
ilies, refused to “move out inside of @ 
year, the time allowed by law. 

Mr. Vauclain said that he found the 
ringleader was a very determined Irish- 
woman who lIfved in an alley on the 
property and threatened “certain dea’ 
to any intruders. 

“One hot day in July,” he said, “I 
put on my old straw hat and sauntered 
down the alley in my shirt sleeves. She

“That was my first lesson in diplo- 
macy,’’ he went on, “and since then it 
has always been my policy not to be 
abrupt with people, but to let them do 
things in their own way. That holds 

ood in Mexico, too. We had some deal- 
pe with the President of Mexico, and 

went down to see him to try to sell 
Ba $2,000,000- worth of locomotives. He 
came back with the answer that if we 
would lend him $1,500,000 to put his rail- 
road into shape he would buy twice as 
many locomotives as we wanted to sell 
him. So I told him we would lend him 
half the money he wanted and take -his 
order for half as many locomotives ‘as 
he wanted to buy. We have been doin 
a most satisfactory business with tha’ 
country since and find them very good 
people to do bisiness with.’ 

As to a knowledge of finance, Mr. 
Vauclain told of selling locomotives to 
Rumania and finding that it was. neces- 
sary to take oil instead of money in pay- 
ment. But the oil was sold for money, 
he said, and the arrangement turned out 
very satisfactorily. Such transactions 
abroad, he said, had been . uniformly 
puccessful, and had also promoted friend- 
y relations between the United States 
and the other countries involved.

BELIEVES JAMES ALIVE; 
ASKS HELP IN SEARCH 


Uncle of Youth Who Disappeared 
on Friday Fears He May Have 
Wandered Off. 


Philip Lyman James, New York man- 
ager for Marshall Field’ & Co., appealed 
to the public yesterday to join the hunt 
for Lyman Dwight James, his nephew, 
a relative of the late Marshall Field of 
Chicago, who disappeared last Friday 
afternoon...

The following description of the young 
man was made public: ‘‘Mr. Jamesris 24 
years of age, about 5 feet 8 inches in 
height, weight between 130 -and 135 
pomnas. complexion fair, reddish-brown 

ir, blue eyes, clean shaven and had 
a scar on forehead.near the roots of 
hair. At the time of his disappearance 
he had on a black or dark blue suit with 
white pencil stripe, a light brown top- 
coat and soft gray hat. It is likely that 
all of this oe came from Brooks 
Brothers, New York, and that_the tan 
shoes which he wore came from Frank 
Brothers, New York. He also wore a 
black cameo ring.”
